Trustees to study report 
by School Board Association 


Trustees of Lompoc Unified School 
District, Tuesday, will formally review 
the long awaited study of the district 
by the California School Boards Associa­ 
tion. 
A summary of the report which was de­ 
livered to the trustees yesterday com­ 
mends the district’s 
special education 
programs; and the school board’s policy 
on the public use of school facilities, 
but r.cgl „cts or touches only lightly on 
other questions raised more than a year 
ago by a citizens committee. 
The school board joined the state as­ 
sociation last year at a cost 
of about 
$1,000 in lieu of hiring a financial con­ 
sultant as urged by the citizens commit­ 
tee. 
Representatives of the association vis­ 
ited the school district on Jan. 19. The 
final report was based on a comparison 
of the local district with four other dis­ 
tricts of comparable size. 
Lompoc schools spend seven percent 
of the total budget on special education 
programs — or a higher percentage 
than any of the other four districts. 
However, 
the spending level of $41.77 
per pupil expenditure was exceeded by 
two of the other districts. All of the pro­ 


grams are entirely reimbursable from 
state funds. 
The report noted that the expenditure 
“ is not out of line with that being ex­ 
pended by other comparable districts; 
and that the local facilities, built with 
state funds, “are without question some 
of the finest in the state.” 
In other respects, the report noted: 
—The general fund tax rate of $2.62 
per $100 of assessed valuation is “the 
lowest of any of the surveyed districts.” 
—Lompoc expends 2.9 per cent of its 
total 
current expenses for administra­ 
tion “while the average cost for all uni­ 
fied school districts is 3.2 per cent.” 
—The policy on the public use of school 
facilities “is carefully drafted, 
well 
organized, and easily understandable” ; 
and that “the rules and regulations . . . 
seem to be clear, 
reasonable, and ap-* 
plied in a fair and just manner.” 
The association begged off from de­ 
livering an analysis of administrative 
salaries, because of a lack of time 
for “exhaustive research.” 
No mention was made in the summary 
to other questions 
such as summer 
school, high school continuation class­ 
es or vocational education.

First exposure tests 
of lunar dust told

SPACE CENTER, Houston (UPI)— The 
good health of two dozen mice injected 
with lunar dust cleared the way for the 
exposure of 120 more today as scientists 
searched for life in the first chunks 
of the moon brought to earth. 
While the biological testing was under­ 
way, technicians in another part of the 
$11.5 million moon laboratory sterilized 
a rock sample chamber contaminated 
by air Friday when the thumb blew out 
in a pressure glove. 
The accident, caused a violent air leak 
that tossed rocks and tools about like 
a miniature whirlwind, resulted tn the 
addition of two vacuum chamber tech­ 
nicians to quarantine with Apollo 11 
astronauts Neil A. Armstrong, Michael 
Collins and Edwin E 
Aldrin and sup­ 
port personnel. 
The astronauts’ agenda today called 
for work on their personal “ pilot’s 
reports” of the mission that opened 
the new era of exploration for mankind. 
The flight went so well the space 
agency is seriously looking ahead to 
placing men on the planet Mars, now 
being visited by two robot scout space- 
craft named Mariner 6 and Mariner 7. 
Dr. Thomas O Paine, space agency 
administrator, outlined a representative 
timetable Friday for launching 12 men 
on a Mars mission on Nov. 12,1981. They 
would explore the Martian surface for 
three months in 1982, and then fly back

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Nixon recaves tumultuous 
welcome in Red Romania 


BUCHAREST (UPI) - President Nix­ 
on arrived in Bucharest today on the 
first visit by a U.S. chief executive to a 
Communist 
capital and was 
given a 
tumultuous welcome by hundreds of thou­ 
sands of Romanians. 
Estimates of the crowds who turned 
out to cheer and wave American flags 
ranged from 500,000 to 600,000. 
Ro­ 
manian newsmen said the crowds far 
surpassed those who greeted former 
French President Charles de Gaulle on 
his visit last year. 
Nixon left his limousine at one point 
to plunge into the crowds, shaking hands 
and signing autographs and exchanging 
salutations in Romania with men, wom­ 
en and children who broke through po­ 
lice and troop lines. 
In his arrival speech at the airport, 
Nixon pledged the United States was rea­ 
dy to “ respond firmly and positively” 
to East European proposals for secur­ 
ity arrangements. 
Nixon and his wife Pat flew into Buch­ 
arest in a bright sunlight to a roaring 
welcome from thousands of cheering

Pope fails 
at Nigerian 
peace try 


KAMPALA, Uganda (UPI) — Pope 
Paul VI neared the end of his historic 
African visit today, his niche in the 
hearts of Uganda’s Roman Catholics 
secure but his efforts to bring peace 
to Nigerea an apparent failure. 
The 71-year-old pontiff had but a few 
hours before departing for Rome in 
which to again plead with warring Nig­ 
erians and Biafrans to start talks to 
end their civil war, now in its third 
year. 
But no further meetings between the 
Pope and representatives of Biafra and 
Nigeria were scheduled. Talks Friday 
collapsed because each side kept “ upp­ 
ing the price” for a peace conference, 
Vatican sources said. 
Bishop Paul Marcinkus, a Vatican 
official from Cicero, 111., said the pon­ 
tiff would end his three-day visit to 
Uganda tonight as scheduled. The Pope 
had offered to remain in Africa up to a 
month if his presence would help pro­ 
mote a Nigerian cease-fire. 


The Pope, first reigning pontiff to 
visit Africa, put aside diplomacy to­ 
day to drive seven kilometers to the 
village of Namugongo to bless a shrine 
built in honor of 22 Ugandans executed 
for their faith 84 years ago. 
The Pope told a huge crowd, some of 
whom had walked 200 miles to attend, 
that he came to venerate not only the 
memory of the Uganda martyrs but that 
of “ all those other Christians who have 
given their lives for the Catholic faith 
in Africa, here and everywhere.” 


He said the martyrs have taught that 
‘ ‘faith is more valuable than our pres­ 
ent life” but he said faith most often 
requires “ many little sacrifices” rather 
than the supreme sacrifice of m artyr­ 
dom. 
After blessing the altar of the shrine, 
the Pope celebrated Mass on an island 
in a small lake nearby.

Changes to be sought in tax 
reform bill by administration

WASHINGTON (UPI)— Although it 
has endorsed the tax reform bill ex­ 
pected to win House approval next week, 
the Nixon administration plans to seek 
some changes— notably affecting the oil 
inchistry— when the measure reaches 
the Senate. 
Two top TreasuryDepartment officials 
made that clear at separate news con­ 
ferences Friday after applauding the 
general thrust of legislation cleared for 
floor action this week by the House Ways 
and Means Committee. 
At the same time House leaders agreed 
to hold a final congressional vote Monday 
10 per cent income tax surcharge for six 
months, until Dec. 31, Passage is con­ 
sidered certain, 
Treasury Secretary 
Charles E Walker and Asst. Secretary 


Edwin S Cohen said the administration 
found the bill * ‘highly acceptable” in most 
respects 
but that certain modifications 
would be recommended when the mea­ 
sure comes before the Senate Finance 
Committee. 
Walker said the administration, 
for 
example, still had not decided whether 
to support the Ways and Means plan to 
reduce the oil depletion allowance from 
27% to 20 per cent and indicated there 
were serious objections to the proposal. 
He said “ this matter is much broader 
than oil depletion . . . that has become 
too much of a symbol.” 
After noting the Administration did 
not propose a change in the oil depletion 
allowance when it submitted its tax re­ 
form plan In April, Walker saidthe com­ 
prehensive proposal for taxation of oil, 


gas and other mineral industries was 
being prepared for Senate consideration 
C ohen said the administration also was 
disturbed by the committee’s exclusion 
of depletion allowances and intangible 
drilling costs from the Income base used 
to compute a minimum tax. He said re ­ 
ducing the depletion allowance to 20 
per cent would not prevent a producer 
who increased drilling from “ generating 
enough intangible drilling costs to still 
escape all tax liability.”

Dinis is seeking an inquest into the 
fatal accident July 18 in which a car 
Steel, automotive giants study 
next moves in price increases

The 
giants of the steel and automotive indus- 
tries awaited each other’s next move 
today in the battle over rising steel 
prices. 
There was no indication how long the 
impasse might last alter General Mot* 
ors Corp., the top auto maker, told U.S. 
Steel Corp., the No. 1 steelmaker, to 
halt shipments of steel on which the 
price had been raised. 
General Motors, which called its ac­ 
tion routine, has a twomonth backlog of 
steel. 
The firm, U.S. Steel’s biggest 
customer, said it wanted to reevaluate 
the steel pricing situation. 
U.S. Steel, which touched off the lat­ 
est wave of increases Wednesday, said 
it would not comment on GM’s action. 
Other companies 
were 
carefully 
watching the situation. 
The outcome 
could determine whether the largest 
steel price hike in seven years will 
stick, 
U.S. Steel announced increases of 
$6 to $9,50 a ton in the prices of fiat 
rolled sheets, used in automobiles, bouse 


hold appliances and cans. The mcreas* 
ed prices, averaging 4.8 per cent, would 
affect products accounting for about 
half of all steel industry shipments. They 
are due to become effective Wednesday. 
Both Ford Motor Co. and the Chr­ 
ysler Corp. said they had given no 
instructions to steel suppliers to stop 
deliveries. But Ford, which produces 
about half its own steel, said it was 
“ studying the effects” of the price 
increases. 
Bethlehem, Jones and Laughlin, Kai­ 
ser, Inland Steel Co. and Armco Steel 
Corp. also joined U.S. Steel in some or 
all of the increases. 
The other five 
of the steel industry’s big 11 compan­ 
ies, however, have held the line. 
The steel companies said the high­ 
er prices were necessary to meet in* 
creased labor costs. Some 400,000 steel 
workers received a pay increase aver­ 
aging 14.2 cents per hour Friday as 
part of the three-year contract negot­ 
iated last year between the li com* 
panies and the United Steelworkers of 
America,

Mariner 7 ran into trouble when it 
apparently collided with a meteorite 
Wednesday, knocking it off its fix on 
the star Canopus and cutting communi­ 
cations for nearly seven hours, When 
contact was restored, scientists dis­ 
covered 20 of the probe’s 92 tele­ 
metry channels were returning erron­ 
eous signals

Reagan’s plan to give income 
taxpayers 
a 
10 
per 
cent 
reduction in their 1969 tax bill 
to be paid next April cleared 
the Republican-controlled As­ 
sembly Revenue and Taxation 
Committee Friday and went to 
the Ways and Means Commit­ 
tee on a split voice vote. 


TTie committee killed a rival 
measure, authored by Demo­ 
cratic legislative leaders Sen. 
George Moscone aiKl Assembly­ 
man Jess Unruh. 


That plan proposed a $107 
million rebate and called for a 
20 per cent reduction. But it set 
a ceiling of $75 for a single 
person and $150 for married 
couples. 


Under Reagan’s proposal, the 
maximum refund would be $200 
for married couples and $100 
for single persons. 


The committee limited the 
governor’s proposed rebate to 
$84 million despite assurance of 
Deputy Finance Director Kirk 
West that “we can safely afford 
to give back $100 milliMi.’’ 
Reagan originally proposed 
$100 million, saying the sum 
was 
made available through 
inflation and government econo­ 
mies. 


The committee action ended 
months of indecision in the 
legislature on the measures, 
which both won Senate passage 
although only one ultimately 
could 
be 
passed 
by 
the 
legislature. 


Sen. 
George 
Deukmejian, 
sponsor of r.eagan’s plan, told 
the comiuitiee he would prefer 
to have the measure in its 
original 
$100 
million 
form. 
Senate 
amendments 
set 
the 
figure at $84 million applying 
the rebate to 1968 income. 


For convenience to taxpayers, 
the 
Revenue 
and 
luxation 
Committee applied the rebate 
to 1%9 Income which will be 
figured on the same tax return 
as the refund. 
But by setting the maximum 
limit at $10 for single persons 
and $20 for married couples the 
committee kept the total at $84 
million. 


“The governor, the adminis­ 
tration and I would prefer to 
have the bill in Us original 
form or as it came out of the 
Senate,’’ said Deukmejian, R- 
Long Beach. But he added ’’the 
amendment 
is acceptable to 
me.’’ 


The Deukmejian bill would 
mean that married couples with 
an income up to $45,000 would 
receive a rebate of 10 per cent 
on their tax payments.

-triggered a buying surge that 
was to continue for the rest of 
the week. The rumor was that 
the 
Morgan Guaranty Trust 
Company was about to lower 
the prime interest rate from its 
record 8 1-2 per cent. The 
prime 
rate 
is 
what 
banks 
charge their most creditworthy 
customers. 
The 
New York Stock Ex­ 
change began an ’‘informal’’ 
Investigation into the rumors to 
try to determine if someone 
was trying to manipulate the 
market. 
But 
most 
analysts 
agreed with Robert Allen of 
Shearson 
Hammlll who said 
tliey 
were 
”barklng up the 
wrong tree.’’ They said the 
market’s slide had continued 
for so long and had depressed 
prices so much that it was 


ready for a rally and just about 
any excuse would do to start 
one. 
Luclen Hooper, analyst for W, 
E. Hutton, said “The market is 
going 
up 
because 
it 
was 
oversold and that’s the only 
reason.’’ 
Monte Gordon, vice president 
of

Top safety 
award goes 
to Lockheed 


“ You have worked over four 
million man-hours without adis- 
abling injury. There is no bet­ 
ter industrial safety record in 
California,” stated Jack Hatton 
in presenting the National Safe­ 
ty Council Award of Merit this 
week to Lockheed Missiles and 
Space Company at Vandenberg 
Air Force Base. 
Receiving the coveted award 
from Hatton, Chief of the Cali­ 
fornia State Division of Indus­ 
trial Safety were Ray Gavlak, 
Lockheed’s Resident Manager 
at Vandenberg and Pete Pena, 
head of safety engineering at 
the Base for Lockheed. 
According to Hatton, the rec­ 
ord four million hours, acquired 
during the period August 27, 
1967 to March 1, 1969, is even 
more remarkable in view of 
the nature of the work. There 
are few fields in which there 
is a greater potential for dang­ 
er. 
In making the award, Hatton 
said that the aerospace industry 
as a wtiole has the best safety 
record of any segment of Cali­ 
fornia industry. He attributed 
this to the relative youth of the 
business, which has resulted in 
an c^en minded approach to 
the problem. 
“ Safety is a state of mind,” 
he said, “ A record such as 
this can be achieved only by 
personnel 
with 
a constant 
awareness of safety. And this 
can only happen when the em­ 
ployer furnishes a safe place 
in which to work,” 


Scientists 
hit moon 
with laser 


SANTA CRUZ, Calif. (UPD- 
After 
10 
days 
of 
trying, 
scientists have at last succeed­ 
ed in bouncing a high powered 
laser beam off a reflecting 
instrument left on the moon by 
American astronauts. 
The scientists confirmed their 
initial success by firing the 
laser beam 
more than 500 
times during the day Friday 
through a 120-inch telescope at 
the University of California’s 
Lick 
Observatory 
on Mount 
Hamilton. 
The 60-pound reflector was 
placed on the lunar surface by 
astronaut Neil Armstrong dur­ 
ing his historic moon walk for 
one of the scientific exper­ 
iments connected with the first 
flight to the moon 
By bouncing the laser beam 
from the earth to the moon and 
back, scientists expect to be 
able to measure distances in 
space with far greater precision 
than ever before —almost to 
the inch. 
Dr. Robert P. Kraft, acting 
director of the observatory, and 
Dr. C.O, Alley of the University 
of Maryland, who are in charge 
of the experiments, announced 
the successful firing and return 
of the laser. 
When repeated attempts had 
been 
made 
without 
success 
during the past 10 days, there 
was 
speculation 
that 
the 
mirrow instrument on the moon 
had been covered with dust by 
the astronauts’ return rocket. 
The scientists 
were also 
plagued with instrument diffi­ 
culties on earth. Including a 
burned out laser coll and elec­ 
tronic problems with a timing 
mechanism. These have now 
been corrected.

By CARL INGRAM 
SACRAMENTO (UPI) - An 
historic prc^osal to save San 
Francisco Bay went to Gov. 
Ronald 
Reagan 
today 
as 
conservationists counted their 
biggest victory of the legislap 
tive session, 
Reagan called for protection 
of Gaspar de Portola’s peaceful 
sanctuary behind the Golden 
Gate seven months ago but has 
been vague about how strong 
controls should be. 
A strong “Save the Bay” bill 
cleared 
both 
houses of the 
legislature Friday after a last 
ditch attempt in the Senate to 
kill it. Senate leader Howard 
Way, 
a 
supporter, 
gaveled 
opponents out of order. 
The bill, giving the regulatory 
Bay Conservation and Develo{> 
ment Commission 
stronger 
powers over the filling of the 
bay, won Senate passage 24-9, 
Three hours later the Assembly 
concurred in Senate changes 
and voted 54-4 to send it to the 
governor. 
The bitterly contested bill, 
authored by 
four 
bay area 
legislators, was one ofthe most 
heavily lobbied of the session — 
both for and against. 
Passage of a strong measure 
“ represents 
people 
power,” 


said Assemblyman John Miller 
D-Berkeley. 


“ It’s indicative of the begin­ 
ning of a complete turivaround 
in the California Legislature,” 
he 
said in a floor speech. 
“ People of the bay forced the 
legislature to listen to what 
they had to' say.” 


Without some type of legisla^ 
tion, the 27-member commis­ 
sion 
would have died. This 
would have opened the gates 
for what conservationists said 
would be unlimited filling ofthe 
bay. 


The key provision extends the 
agency’s 
regulatory powers 
over 
a 
100-foot 
wide band 
around 
the 
shoreline 
and 
extends its jurisdiction over 
50,000 acres of salt ponds and 
marshlands. 


The shoreline control was 
stuck in a Senate committee 
but restored during a bitter 
Senate floor debate earlier in 
the week. The principal author, 
Assemblyman John Knox, D- 
Richmond, termed the final bill 
“excellent.”

County Employees’ Assn. of­ 
ficials today summed up for 
their membership of 1,272 em­ 
ployees gains tallied in wages 
and fringe benefits during this 
year and said they hope to be­

negotiations with county 
officials on or about Nov. 1 
aimed at a further wage in­ 
crease slated to be effective 
next January. 
“ The July 1 pay boost of 
this year reflected the general 
salaries paid in areas compar­ 
able to this county in 1968,” 
a spokesman said. “ Further 
studies are to show the need 
to bring this county's pay level 
up quite a bit farther by the time 
the 
January 
1970 period fs 
reached. 
The two-stage salary step was 
agreed on by the Board of Sup­ 
ervisors and Administrative Of­ 
ficer Raymond D. Johnson as 
being the most equitable way of 
bringing county employees up to 
salary levels averaged out in 
eight comparable counties. The 
July 1 pay boost averaged 4l/2 
per cent, but most county em­ 
ployees received only 2!/2 per 
cent increases, it was stressed.

Busy, beautiful Hong Kong harbor 
attracts curiosity of travelers 


(Editor’s Note: This is an­ 
other in a series of columns by 
Mrs. Kenneth L. Adam, presi­ 
dent of the Lompoc Record, 
telling of experiences on a Far 
East tour in the company of 
Mr. and Mrs. S. V. Inouye, 
also of Lompoc.)

Everything I’ve 
ever heard 
about Hong Kong harbor is true 
— busy and beautiful — and at 
night even more so. When we 
flew in we were a bit afraid 
we might end up in it for the 
runway is very short and our 
group is getting heavier with 
each passing day in both body 
and baggage. We suppose we 
should really be worrying about 
the takeoff because most ev­ 
eryone is filled with shopping 
plans and things are bound to 
be heavier after several days 
in the twin cities of Kowloon 
and Victoria. 
Actually, this is the real 
name for Hong Kong but no one 
ever calls it that because Hong 
Kong 
means 
“ Fragrant Har­ 
bor” and seems so much more 
appropriate! 
Originally 
Victoria Island 
was the only thing that belonged 
to Great Britain but now Kow­ 
loon and an area called the 
New Territories are on a 99- 
year lease to England. This 
lease expires in 20 years so 
there is much speculation about 
what w ill happen then. Probably 
it will be renewed because Red 
China needs Hong Kong as an 
outlet for their commerce and 
to bring in needed business and 
money. If England left, all this 
would disappear and their dia­ 
mond would turn to dust. 
Red China has this colony 
where she wants it because she 
controls the water supply. Rus­ 
sian ships bring in 60 per cent 
of the food supply but the ships 
go home empty. The crews are 
not allowed ashore. But even if 
they were there would be few 
escapees because there is no 
desire — there would still be 
their families back home and the 
fear of reprisal. 
It is reported to us that 
about 50 per cent of the popular 
tion in Hong Kong are refugees, 
many of them living here for as 
long as 17 years. Now none can 
come out or go back to Red 
China. Many live in government 
owned apartment buildings in 
one room apartments with no 
running water, no elevators and 
a community kitchen, They look 
like pretty dismal affairs. Their 
wash is always hanging outside 
on bamboo poles which were 
referred 
to 
as International 
Flags. 
Much of the population live on 
boats in areas which were built 
for typhoon shelters. During 
typhoons, of which there can 


be as many as ten a year, 
there are about 12,000 boats be­ 
hind the breakwater. During a 
typhoon all forms of transporta­ 
tion stops — no ferries, no bus­ 
es, no cars. For this reason 
there will never be a bridge 
built from Kowloon to Hong 
Kong. There is a mile long tun­ 
nel in the works which is due for 
construction in September and 
will take five years to build. 
This will cut out the problem of 
getting back and forth on the 
ferries 
to 
go 
shopping and 
should make it much easier 
for the tourists to spend their 
money! Not that it is hard now. 
To us the shopping situation 
was 
quite confusing because 
there seems to be at least a 
million shops to choose from. 
The biggest headache is finding 
one that you can trust. This 
must be the home of the “ hard 
sell” because from the minute 
you arrive until they think they 
have your last dollar, they are 
all over you like a swarm of 
bees. 
The Americans don’t 
trust the Chinese, the Chinese 
don’t trust the Hindus and the 
Hindus don’t trust each other — 
so there it is. 
The British first came here to 
sell opium brought from India to 
the Chinese. Soon the Chinese 
saw the results of this business 
on their people and began mak­ 
ing it rough on the British by 
keeping out their families and 
confining them to live in cer­ 
tain areas. This the British 
didn’t like and before long the 
two countries were at war. The 
result was that in the treaty of 
Nanking, Britain received Vic­ 
toria Island as a colony. China 
gets blamed for the opium when 
actually we suppose 
we 
can 
lay the 
blame for the narco 
tics business on Britain’s door. 


One of our trips took us to 
Aberdeen which is a floating vil­ 
lage and the home of most of 
the fishermen. It was named 
after the fishing town in Scot­ 
land but the only thing I could 
see there that could relate to 
the land of our forefathers was 
a golf course. It is nine holes 
and no golf carts are used. 
How anyone can play golf in 
this humid heat is beyond us 
and to have to walk while doing 
it is ridiculous. 


To get back to the fisher­ 
men. These people are known 
as “ water people” in contrast 
to those who live on land and 
are called “ land people.” The 
“ water people” live all their 
lives on the water and have 
trouble walking when they, for 
some reason, have to go ashore. 
There 
are 
floating 
grocery 
stores, 
churches 
and 
even 
health clinics. Since there was 
a small 
outbreak of cholera 


while we were there, we asked 
about any precautions that were 
taken. 
Vaccination is compul­ 
sory and the “ water people” go 
to the floating clinics for the 
shots. To catch the strays, nurs­ 
es go from boat to boat. There 
must be hundreds of diseases 
available because the water is 
polluted from garbage and de­ 
bris of all kinds and outdoor 
plumbing is just that. Yet the 
kids were swimming and div­ 
ing for money. Everyone feels 
that if they get home without 
catching anything worse 
than 
a cold, they’ll be lucky. We saw 
one sampan completely covered 
with canvas and Vic (S.V. In- 
oye) remarked that they must 
be fumigating for termites! 
Our overall impression of 
Hong Kong is that it is a city 
of many cultures — British, 
Hindu and Chinese predomiiv 
ately and a bit of everything 
else added for spice. A finan­ 
cial 
and 
business 
center 
of Southeast Asia, a tourist 
trap where the prices are not 
so low anymore and a city of 
object poverty and great riches 
— 
Hong Kong. The harbor is 
lined with apartments, hotels, 
business firms and warehous­ 
es, but behind, on the hills of the 
island, are the thousands of 
makeshift hovels of the refugees 
from mainland China, many of 
whom 
have 
lived 
there for 
years, always hoping for some­ 
thing better. 
We were glad to leave for 
Singapore and a taste of som^ 
thing other than hot, dirty, city 
streets. 


County 
departmental units 
in Courthouse Square are lik­ 
ely 
to be given 
a gigantic 
shakeup by next spring. 
It isn’t in the nature of any 
disciplinary action, but mer­ 
ely because a two-story addi­ 
tion to the County Engineering 
Building is underway and will 
be completed at that time. 
County officials concede that 
various departments will be 
shifted hither and yon as a 
result of the new office space to 
be opened up in about eight or 
nine months when the $403,000 
job is completed. 
Public Works Department of­ 
ficials are busy now with a 
study which will recommend 
where a number of departments 
can be shifted to achieve max­ 
imum efficiency in the future 
Major tenants in the new addi­ 
tion, 
it appears, will be the 
Probation Department and the 
County Flood Control Depart­ 
ment. The Building Department, 
Public 
Works 
Department, 
Planning Department, Person­ 
nel Department and a number 
of others may wind up with dif­ 
ferent 
space 
allocations or 
changes of some sort in the 
working arrangements as a re­ 
sult of the new addition. 
Officials said they decided 
to proceed with the project 
without delay in view of the low 
bid from Bailey Construction 
Co. which was a surprising 
$11,000 below estimates. Con­ 
struction costs are increasing 
at the rate of 10 per cent and 
sometimes more per year now. 
Administrative Officer Ray­ 
mond D 
Johnson has asked 
that study be directed to mov­ 
ing the Personnel Department 
from 
the 
Courthouse to the 
County Engineering Building’s 
first floor area. This would in 
turn allow the personnel office 
space to be fully converted into 
a seventh Superior Court.

Auerbach still wants Bill Russell as 
first pick for Celtic coaching job 


NEW YORK (UPI)—My mo- 
ney’s on Red Auerbach. 
He’s a guy who never quits 
and that’s the kind of guy I’ll 
always put my faith in and my 
money on because nine out of 
10 times he’s going to get the 
job done. 
Red Auerbach’s biggest job 
now is finding a coach for his 
Boston Celtics. His first choice 
is B ill Russell, the same B ill 
Russell who piloted the team to 
the National Basketball Associ­ 
ation championship as combina­ 
tion player-coach three months 
ago. 
One 
minor 
problem 
lias 
arisen. Bill Russell has said 
he’s quitting. Rather he put it 
all down in a magazine. Then, 
because it occurred to him that 
it might not be a bad idea to let 
his t oss in on this monumental 
decision, 
he 
also 
told Red 
Auerbach shortly before the 
magazine came out. 
Red Auerbach 
dies 
hard. 
It’s 
an old saying that when 
three individuals tell you you’re 
dead, 
lie 
down, 
but 
this 
certainly can never be applied 
to Boston’s rock-willed execu­ 
tive vice president and general 
manager. He never gives up. 
But never. All you have to do is 
ask him whether he believes his 
35-year-old 
bearded 
player- 
coach won’t be back and you 
catch 
that 
old fire in Red 
Auerbach instantaneously. 
” No, I don’t believe it!” he 
says, in that soft, melodic voice 
of his where only three-quart­ 
ers of the people in the buiid- 
ing can hear him. 
“ He means it,” Auerbach 


concedes. “ He means it one 
hundred per cent, but by golly, 
I intend to change his mind. I 
don’t give up. Money is not a 
factor here in any way, shape 
or 
form. 
He’s 
completely 
satisfied with his contract. And 
he’s not being cute like some 
athletes who'll ‘retire’ and then 
the ball clubs give ’em a couple 
of thousand more.” 
There’s no reason not to 
believe Auerbach. Money, at 
least in this case, doesn’t seem 
to 
be the question although 
nobody has ever been discov­ 
ered to be allergic to it and 
that includes Russell. 
My own feeling is Russell is 
tired of basketball. Tired and 
bored. 
In 
that 
respect 
he 
probably is no more tired and 
bored than Joe Namath, Donn 
Clendenon, George Sauer Jr., 
Ken Harrelson and Richie Allen 
were 
when 
they 
up 
and 
announced they wouldn't play 
anymore. If Russell cares todo 
a little checking, he’ll discover 
they all are back. 
Of 
course, there are the 
fellows like Sandy Koufax and 
Mickey Mantle who quit be­ 
cause they simply couldn’t go 
on 
physically 
any 
longer. 
Russell, by his own say so, 
hasn’t reached that stage yet. 
Then there’s a Jimmy Brown, 
who chucks the whole thing to 
become a movie actor. Now 
that’s a stage Russell would 
like to reach. At least he thinks 
that way now, but as Auerbach 
points out, there aren’t that 
many parts for a 6 foot 10 
black 
man, 
and 
if 
Russell 
wishes 
to 
do 
any 
further 


checking he’ll discover Jimmy 
Brown 
hasn’t 
exactly been 
deluged with great parts either 
even though he’s a good eight 
inches shorter. 
Auerbach claims he won’t 
consider Russell officially re­ 
tired until the opening day of 
training camp when all the rest 
of the Celtics begin congregat­ 
ing for practice. There is a 
good chance Russell won't be 
there when the Celtics start 
practicing next month because 
if there is anything he hates 
more than signing autographs 
it’s practicing. But there’s an 
equally good chance he may 
reconsider later and then come 
back for that inevitable one 
in or#. 
Russell is a unique athlete. 
Buddy Leroux, the Red Sox 
trainer, 
who 
also 
trained 
hockey teams and Russell with 
the Celtics as well, calls him 
the finest athlete he has ever 
seen in any sport.

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Medical Council of Adventists to 
discuss role in health education 


Health education for the inner 
city and stepping up medically 
oriented 
personnel 
will be 
major topics for discussion at 
the Medical Council attended 
by Elder Lorenzo Paytee, Dir­ 
ector of Inner City and Health 
service 
Departments 
of the 
Southern California Conference 
of Seventh-day Adventists. 
The council, convened in Hot 
Springs, Arkansas, August 4-7 
will draw more than 200 of­ 
ficial delegates from across 
the U S. and Canada. It is the 
Quadrennial Medical Council of 
the 
Seventh-day 
Adventist 
Church. 
Another major objective of 
the council will be “to define 
the role of health workers in 
cooperation with the gospel min­ 
ister,” according to Dr. Ralph 
F. Waddell, director of the Ad­ 
ventists’ 
world 
medical and 
health program. 
In explaining the objective, 
Dr. Waddell points out that the 
total goal of the church’s med­ 
ical program is “ to make man 
whole.” The goal, he explains, 
bears out the denomination’s 
history theory that man cannot 
have good spiritual health un­ 
less he is also physically and 
mentally healthy. 
A knotty problem which will 
receive special attention at the 
council is the matter of staffing 
the ever-increasing number of 
hospitals 
operated 
by 
the 
church. “ The church operates 
now some 300 hospitals and dis­ 
pensaries around the world,” 
the 
director 
said. “Growing 
community demands for Ad­ 
ventist-operated hospitals like 
the Glendale Adventist Hospital 
in Glendale, White Memorial 
Hospital in Los Angeles or the 
Simi Valley Community Hos­ 
pital have brought into sharp 
focus the matter 
of finding 
church-oriented staff. 
If we 
are to retain our reputation for 
operating hospitals which give 
that extra service, we must 
have workers whose Christian 
experience carries over into 
their everyday lives.” 
The church has 13 schools of 
nursing in North America grad­ 
uating 
around 
500 
murses 
annually. At Loma Linda, its 
Loma Linda University trains 
also medical technicians, diet­ 
itians and others for paramed­ 
ical services as well as phy­ 


sicians and dentists. 
Last year more than 4,210,000 
patients received care in Ad­ 
ventist hospitals a n d dispensar­ 
ies. 
Oldtimers will probably re­ 
collect 
the 
world-reknown 
Battle Creek Sanitarium 
in 
Michigan, directed by Dr. John 
Harvey Kellogg of Cornflake 
fame. This was the first hos­ 
pital (called ‘ sanitarium’’ at 
that 
time) operated by the 
church. It grew from the West­ 
ern Health Reform Institute 
opened in Battle Creek in 1866, 
only 
three years 
after the 
church was officially organized. 
At that time health rather 
than medicine was the empha­ 
sis. The church has swung full 
circle, bringing the emphasis 
again to health and preventive 
medicine, without 
forsaking 
modern medical care for those 
for whom prevention of illness 
comes too late. 


In its health education sec­ 
tional meetings at the council 
such topics will be discussed 
as health ministry in the inner 
city, health career promotional 
programs, theplace of health 
education in hospitals. 
One of the health programs 
of the church which has reach­ 
ed into hundreds of committees 
is the 5-Day Plan to Stop Smok­ 
ing. In this program for those 
who want to break the habit, 
Adventists physicians and min­ 
isters team up to hold evening 
clinics for five straight nights 
at no charge. The church’s 
department of health reports 
that through this plan thous­ 
ands have succeeded in sever­ 
ing themselves from cigarettes. 
Community nutrition schools 
are another program carried on 
by the church, beamed at up­ 
grading health. These will also 
come up for discussion at the 
Hot Springs Council.

For a long time people in the 
Church thought that their best 
ideas and comment came from 
religious publications.

Same was 
true for films, color slidez 
and phonograph records. 
A religious-sounding, Bible - 
vocabulary label was adequate 
for sales approval. The mater­ 
ial and content may have been 
poor or great. Never mind, just 
so it had the usual phrases 
that make up most of the reli­ 
gious “ vocabulary.” 
But down deep, people sensed 
that this was neither satisfying 
nor 
accurate. 
Many writers, 
composers, publishers never 
stepped inside the theological 
tents yet produced honest, ex­ 
citing stuff about the love of 
God and the needs of man. You 
would catch this in the theater, 
on campus— 
anywhere that 
folks were trying to be free 
and honest. Too often these 
creative people were not in 
the 
institutional church and 
much too frequently had suff­ 
ered under its heavy-handed 
censorship,doctrine or tradition. 


Illich is a once-in-a-century 
leader who understands theo­ 
logy, sociology, education, pol­ 
itics and the System. He es­ 
pecially understands the Sys­ 
tem that builds a heirarchy 
(religious, political, education­ 
al) which has a habit of be­ 
coming antipeople, Illich is per­ 
suasively Christian and power­ 
fully imbued with the desire 
to help the little people of Latin 
America. His Center has be­ 
come the intellectual network 
for thou sands who share his 
desire to see the liberation of 
man. He says things like: 
“The Catholic matter for me 
is very simple: The Kingdom of 
God is not up there in the sky. 
Look among you.” 
He is not impressed with 
the record of theRomanChurch 
in latin America and is sus­ 
picious of the new autocracy, 
education. “ My real enemies.” 
he says, “ are those who don’t 
know how to laugh, who take 
things too seriously.” The Il­ 
lich article is an important con­ 
tribution to our understanding 
of the religion upheaval that has 
comes from a “ nonreliglous” 
magazine.

ment of real merit, it presses 
beyond the boundary of enter­ 
tainment and 
sensation to ask 
some of the major questions 
of western society. 


What does it mean to be a 
privileged white 
man in an 
underprivileged black world? 
What is the goal of education 
besides the preservation of stat­ 
us (juo? And, oh, how they work 
this one over.- What, just what, 
is the relationship of the Chris­ 
tian Church to the British em­ 
pire or the United States or 
wherever you happen to be? To 
struggle with these scenes is 
not easy or pleasant but it is 
an imperative film that should 
be shown in every church that 
cares about the world and its 
people.

Schrag in the July 19 issue of 
The Saturday Review.

Television In Review

HOLLYWOOD

papermen, as often as not, are 
superior to the celebrities they 
write about. In fact, more often 
than not. 
Yet the fact is that, too often, 
the 
work 
of 
really 
fine 
newspapermen is glossed over 
when they pass on. Notoriety 
much too frequently substitutes 
for 
quality 
in 
the obituary 
columns. 
There were tributes, fitting 
and proper, when Dean Gysel, 
the television and radio critic of 
the Chicago Daily News, died in 
an automobile accident recently 
in his mid-30s. 
And today I would simply like 
to add a few of my own words 
about him, not only because he 
added stature to the business I 
am in, but also because he was 
my pal. 
Had Reporter's Instinct 
If you read Dean’s stuff, you 
were fortunate. He could smell 
a phony at 50 paces, and he 
could smoke him out with his 
typewriter. He had a police 
reporter’s instinct for where 
the action was. 
If 
you 
had 
known 
him, 
however, you would have been 
even more fortunate. Despite 
his 
youth and contemporary 
awareness, he was a throwback 
to the traditional newspaper­ 
man image—the charming ras­ 
cal with a wisecrack to conceal 
his 
inherent 
shyness. 
He 
seemed to toss off his daily 
pieces with ease. 
In the few years he was on 
the TV and radio beat, his 
reputation and authority had 
grown swiftly. 
In any business, there are 
really only a relative handful of 
truly first-class talents. And 
that 
is 
whv, 
among Dean’s 
fellow critics and throughout 
the networks, there was an 
added sorrow in his death. 
Despite 
his 
worldliness, 
however, 
Dean 
was 
a soft 
touch, a patsy. Every time he 
came 
to Hollywood, he had 
dinner at my home, and he 
never failed to bring gifts—a 
toy for my daughter, food and 
drink for my wife and me. 
“ To Improve And Enlighten’’ 
Invariably, too, he would send 
from Chicago a bunch of his 
longer 
pieces—in 
his 
own 
words, 
“ To 
improve 
and 
enlighten your knowledge, and 
just in case the Daily News is 
not on sale on the newsstands 
there.” 
They were 
terrific pieces, 
but of course I could never 
admit that to him too openly. I 
would send back some lefthancU 
ed compliment, and, several 
days later, on schedule, there 
would come a letter from him 
telling me where to go. 
Dean was full of surprises— 
his expertise ranged from a 
knowledge 
of wines 
to 
the 
ability to rattle off the names 
of football players from years 
back, especially those of Notre 
Dame. 
I don’t know how to end this 
piece properly. I just wanted 
you to know a few things about 
Dean, 
and 
why 
his 
fellow 
professionals and friends will 
m iss him.

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Measure of protection 


A newspaper is probably the first to yell loud and long when 
in its opinion lawmakers find reasons to spend money for neg­ 
ligible or for no apparent logical reason. 
Several weeks ago, this newspaper reported that a $40,000 
item was in the Santa Barbara County budget for an early warn­ 
ing system to counter disastrous floods in the offing from the 
Santa Ynez andSisquoc River watersheds. Supervisors confirm­ 
ed this week that such was true and that the County will con­ 
tract with a Palo Alto firm to set up initially a mathematical 
model of a computer system which would provide the accurate 
forecasting of stream flows as the result of heavy rains. 
In January and February of this year, this Valley certainly 
experienced the dire need of a proper warning system on the 


Santa Ynez River. Estimates of the river cresting in the Janu­ 
ary storm varied many, many hours from many experts caus­ 
ing undue h a rd s h ip and damage. They were human errors, to be 
sure, but accurate reports of crest build-up and time of crest 
would have allowed proper evacuation and efforts to protect 
valuable properties. 


The ultimate answer to the prevention of flooding in Lompoc 
Valley is, of course, the construction of the Lompoc Narrows 
Dam with its built-in flood control design. The installation of 
any program meanwhile will, however, provide a proper meas­ 
ure of protection for all in the Santa Ynez River watershed and 
is warranted. 


The shaky future 


It is not premature, even in view of continued North Vietna­ 
mese obstinacy at the Paris peace talks, to think about the 
postwar future of South Vietnam. 
Although it has not stated it in so many official words, 
the United States is clearly committed to ending its active 
military involvement in the war, sooner or later, one way or 
another. Part of this process has been the pressure brought in 
the past few months against President Nguyen Van Thieu to 
persuade him to offer accommodation to the Viet Cong and other 
political elements in a future, freely elected government. 
Unfortunately, however, between the Thieu regime on the one 
extreme and the Communists on the other, there exists a ser­ 
ious vacuum in South Vietnamese politics — and Communists 
are well-known for their abhorrence of political vacuums. 
The dismantling of the American military shield may reveal 
how deep, and dangerous, that vacuum is. 
For the Saigon government has effectively silenced or isolated 
almost all its rivals, including those who are as anti-Com- 
munist as they are anti-Thieu. 
The most scandalous example is Truong Dinh Dzu, who ran 
second to Thieu in the presidential election in 1967. He has 
been in prison for a year, having been sentenced to a five-year 
term for advocating the very kind of coalition the Thieu gov­ 
ernment now ostensibly champions. 


Duong Van Minh, one of the generals who helped overthrow 
the dictatorship of President Ngo Dinh Diem in 1963, was exiled 
to prevent him from running in the 1967 election. 
Au Truong Thanh, former minister of economics in the 
government of now-Vice President Nguyen Cao Ky and a prom­ 
inent anti-Communist, is in exile in France. His name was 
thrown off the 1967 ballot because of his peace advocacy. 
More recently, Nguyen Lau, anti-Communist publisher of an 
English-language newspaper in Saigon, was sentenced to five 
years in prison for expressing his views on peace to a Viet 
Cong agent. 
There is a long list of other former or potential South Viet- 
namese leaders who could play important roles in a non-Com- 
munist coalition government but who have attracted the suspi­ 
cion or displeasure of Saigon and been imprisoned or exiled 
or otherwise relegated to political uselessness. 
For the sake of long-range American strategic interests 
in Southeast Asia, if not for the sake of democracy and the tens 
of thousands of American soldiers who have given their lives 
in this war, it is essential that viable political alternatives 
be encouraged in South Vietnam. 
Peace could come sooner than expected. And an unpre- 
pared-for peace could be more menacing to South Vietnam than 
North Vietnam’s attempt at a military take-over in 1964.

Generalissimo 
Francisco 
Franco’s 
Madrid announcement that he is desig- 
nating Prince Juan Carlos as the new 
king could hardly have drawn more than 
yawns in Spain. 
You can see outsiac Madrid the ir* 
credible tomb complex called the Val­ 
ley of the Fallen, with 
its 
great 
bronze 
doors of 11 tons each 
and its huge granite 
cross a footbalLfield 
high, 
beautiful and 
severe. There is an 
immense tapestried 
tunnel leading to a 
crypt in which your 
eardrums throb to 
the crash of an or­ 
gan. The air is damp 
where, behind the rocky walls, lay the 
bones of 60,000 men killed in the Span­ 
ish civil war. 


Behind the altar stand two gilt-and- 
scarlet chairs, long intended for a king 
and queen. And althou£;h Franco has now 
filled them, for Juan Carlos’ wife, the 
former Princess Sophie of Greece will 
be queen, the whole idea of monarchy is 
as defunct in Spain as it is throughout 
most of Europe. 
During the 25 years in which British 
King George reigned, eight kings and 18 
lesser dynasties perished. The casuaL 
ties included his cousins, Nicholas II, 
Romanoff Czar of Russia, and Wilhelm 
n, the Hohenzollern German Kaiser. 
More recently, King Constantine Xin 
of the Hellenes was forced to flee 
Greece, and in Sweden, Denmark and 
Norway there is a growing republican 
movement. 


The residual forces in Spain that have 
true political consequence are the Ca­ 
tholic Church and the civil war. 
In Cordoba, reflecting 700 years of 
Spain’s Arab occupation, a Christian 
church is built in the middle of an even 
more ancient mosque. Franco himself 
is officially titled “ By the Grace of God, 
Caudillo of Spain.’’ 
The effect of this Catholic force is 
even more ancient and compelling than 
we may realize. Next to Switzerland, 
Spain is the highest country in Europe 
and her harsh, forbidding soil has al­ 
ways stood higher, contained less water 
and extracted a greater toll of human 
toil than any other corner of the con­ 
tinent. 
From such adversity and sense of re­ 
moval came a proud, ardent people, born 
to hardship and seeking solace in the 
Catholic Church. For the Spaniards’ 
world was the world of a nation cor* 
demned by the Pyrenees Mountains to 
live its formative centuries forlornly 
alone. 
It was a land that could sire Cervan­ 
tes and St. Ignatius Loyola and offer 
equally the charming, pixy-like chivalry 
of Don Quixote and the Spanish Inquisi­ 
tion; a land of dark and tempestuous 
contrasts —violence and tenderness, bri* 
tality and culture, sunshine and shade. 
While Europe had spawned the Renais­ 
sance, Spain was forced to concern 
herself with driving out her Arab con­ 
querors. 
As her Western neighbors 
sought the rewards of mercantilism, 
Spain assigned to herself the mission 
of Catholicizing the earth and literally 
squandered her explorers* empire for 
the Cross. 
As for the civil war in our day, in 
turn, 600,000 Spaniards died in this war 
and two million more were wounded. 
Half a million homes were destroyed; 
nearly 200 towns were devastated; 2,000 
churches were burned. Equally tragic, as 
always in war, was the moral and spiri­ 
tual price paid for these three years 
of horrible fratricide. 


Franco’s proudest boast —“ We were 
the first European nation to fight com­ 
munism, and to win*’ — still profitably 
identifies him among countless millions 
in Spain and, because of the civil war’s 
horrors, Franco gains even more pro- 
fit as the man who kept his people out 
of World War II. 
The Church wants changes in Spain. So 
does the army. But Spain is a compart­ 
mentalized country by nature, and it 
was evident when I was there recently 
that the pressures for changes are not 
unified. 


Moreover, 
Franco has constantly 
shown an uncanny ability to play off 
attacking groups and factions, ruin their 
positions, and emerge largely unscathed. 
This he has done again in bypassing 
the royal father, Don Juan, and designat­ 
ing Prince Juan Carlos for the fhrone. 
ro r me country as a wnoie couiuiri 
care less about the squabble by Don 
Juan and his clique to force Franco’s 
hand in favor of direct succession. 


Pleasant, orthodox Juan Carlos ob- 
vioulsy lacks the potential of unifying 
Spain. In addition, the new king is 
constitutionally barred from making any 
significant changes. And as for Don 
Juan, he is widely regarded as just 
plain stupid. 
The question “ Who after Franco?*’ re ­ 
mains totally unanswered.

Wallace for governor?

WASHINGTON (NEA) 
Evidence mounts that George Wallace 
is edging closer to another try for the Ala­ 
bama governorship in 1970. 
Some citizen petitions urging him to run 
were circulated for awhile in Jefferson 
County, centered on Birmingham. 
Observers in Ala- 
bam a say this was 
probably undertaken 
at the instigation of 
Wallace 
himself, 
with the aim of estab­ 
lishing some kind of 
rock - bottom meas­ 
ure of 
his current 
popularity 
in 
the 
state. 
Jefferson 
County 
never has 
been one of his strong 
areas. 
The word is that petitions now with- 
drawn, developed a fairly good response. 
This may be somewhat misleading, how­ 
ever, since they are said to have been 
circulated heavily in such industrial 
satellite towns as Bessemer, where Wal­ 
lace has a considerable following among 
steel and other metal workers. 
Some appraisers see as another straw 
in the wind the busy speech - making of 
State Sen. Jack Giles of Huntsville, 
a dedicated Wallaceite who says he plans 
to run for lieutenant governor. He served 
in the Wallace administration. 
Wallace earlier answered all queries 
as to his 1970 intentions with a fairly 
strong negative, while not quite closing 
the door. 
Recently his language has softened. In 
his own state, he told a questioner: 
“ I’ll do whatever the people tell me to 
do.” In Washington on a network panel 
show, he said: “ I might, or I might not 
run.” 
A few months ago the common report 
was that he had privately assured in­ 
cumbent Gov. Albert Brewer, who as­ 
sumed office upon the death of Lurleen 
Wallace, that he would not go in 1970. 
Sources indicate today that Wallace 
does not feel he gave Brewer anything 
like a flat commitment on that score. 
The stress is put on an alleged statement 
to Brewer that the former governor then 
had “ no plans to run.” Obviously, plans 
can change. 
The question of 1970 is tantalizing 
for the man who ran as an independent 
candidate for president in 1968 and 
collected nearly 10 million votes while 
capturing five southern states worth 45 
electoral votes. 
Wallace’s real interest is in another 
presidential try in 1972, plainly not 
with the idea of winning but with the 
hope of taking more states and thus per­ 
haps throwing the election into the House 
of Representatives. By this means, he 
might 
employ his bargaining power 
to wring some concessions for the South 
from a favored major party candidate. 
Wallace - watchers think he may not 
be sure whether he needs the Alabama 
governorship as abase for another presi­ 
dential try. He remembers that President 
Nixon did all right without such a base 
after 1961. 
Furthermore, 
there 
are risks ii* 
volved. Brewer is proving a successful 
governor, though there are no polls to 
attest the fact. He put through $60 mil­ 
lion in new taxes this year, mostly to 
finance a newly expended education pro­ 
gram — another triumph — which will 
cost the state $100 million every two 
years. 


One state observer thinks Wallace 
would be hurt for 1972 if he took on 
Brewer, who is determined to run next 
year, and did not beat him by a crush­ 
ing margin. Brewer is a quiet type, but 
is a stubborn fighter. And a revised 
constitution would allow him two full 
terms from 1970 forward. 
The Wallace “ campaign” headquar­ 
ters in Montgomery is close - mouthed 
about money matters, but at the very 
least the operation there seems financi­ 
ally comfortable. There are guesses that 
his 25-person staff functions on a $200,- 
000 annual budget. The take from his 
$12-a-year 
monthly 
newsletter 
is 
unknown. This first response may have 
been weak, since after the initial free 
circulation of perhaps a million copies, 
it was found necessary to advertise the 
letter in many Alabamadailies and week­ 
lies. 
Wallace has the money to keep an ex­ 
tensive newsclipping dossier on both 
Brewer and Nixon. And he seems to 
have decided already that only Wallace 
— not Nixon — can satisfy the South in 
1972.
